Jayhaw king Soldiers Burned 


Osceola 


On September 23. 1861, seventy- 
six years ago this week, Jim Lane 
and a band of jayhawking sold­ 
iers pillaged, sacked and burned 
Osceola, in St. Clair county, Mis­ 
souri. 
No invasion of 
Missouri j 
from Kansas during those trou - 1 
bled times was more destructive 
or created a stronger desire for 
revenge 
from 
the 
Missourians 
than the sacking of this town, the 
most destructive single raid made 
by the jayhawkers into Missouri 
territory. 
Osceola, a county seat town, had 
a population at that time of more 
than 2000 persons, a bank with de­ 
posits amounting to almost $150,-

toil and wholesale establishments. 
It was a steamboat shipping cen­ 
ter and the leading distributing 
point for southwest Missouri, its
